If seed was sown last fall for a new 
lawn watch it carefully when it. be- 
gins to sprout and reseed the portions 
where the first seeding fails to come 
up.

See that 4t ls graded 
properly; smeotbing over all rough 
surfaces, Making’ level spaces und gen 
tle slopes... The lawn xbould slope 
away from the houxe if possible.

might produce washouts.

Odd scraps of linoleum can be used

When cutting bread and butter very

The secretary of the milk com- 
mittee, Mrs. Ida White Parker, said: — 


“Women of foreign lands. in New | 


York do not understand caring for 
children here under. totally different 
climatic conditions. 

“Out of 125,000 babies born in New 
York city annually 16,000 die under 
one year of age. Of these more tham 
8,000 waste away for lack of proper 
food and care. During a two weeks’ 
heated period last summer 1,005 ba- 
bies died. It has been proved that 
this waste of life could be much re- 
duced if mothers were taught how to 
feed and care for babies and if pure 
and properly prepared milk were sup- 
plied at prices which they could af- 
ford to pay.”
